had a long conference, presumably 
with reference to the status of the 
Jews in Russia and the utterances of 
the American newspapers in that con- 
nection. 


As things now stand, it is said, there 


Is nothing for the state department to 
do, as the Russiaan government ap- 
pears to have acted and peaceful con- 
ditions sxe repqrted to prevail in Be»- 
sarabia.

"Russian novelist, recently wrote an 
article on the Kishineff massacres for 
a Nijiy Novgorod newspaper, but tbe 
censor refused to allow its publica- 
tion. 
Gorki then sent the article to 


the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Frankfort Kliene Presse, which 
print« It. The article in part follows: 
"Russia has been disgraced 
more 


and more frequently of recent years 
by dark deeds, but the most disgrace- 
ful of all is the horrible Jewish maa- 
sacre at Kishineff, which has awak- 
ened our horror, shame and indigna- 
tion. People who regard themselves 
as Christiana, who say they believe in 
God's mercy and sympathy, these 
people on the day consecrated to the 
resurrection of their Savior from the 
dead occupy the time in murdering 
children and aged people, ravishing 
the women a|id martyring of the race 
which gave them Christ 


Contradict Official Accounts. 


St. Petersburg,

Kishineff 
which have 


been received here, besides fully sus- 
taining the reports that the worst 
atrocities were committed during the 
outbreak against the Jews there, con- 
tradict the official account of the mas- 
sacre and the stories printed in the 
Nationalist press. The people of Kish- 
ineff declare that no Christian re- 
ceived a gunshot wound and there are 
no Christians in the hospitals ot 
the two dead Christians one was a 
boy whose death was attributed to 
fright and chronic disease.

SIGN CUBAN TREATY 


Minister Squiers Concludes tb« 


Negotiations. 


CONTAINS THE PL ATT AMENDMENT 


of Treaty uud Formal Ex- 


change of Couveutlous Taken Pluce 
la OUlce of Secretary of State For 
Cuba— United States May Intervene 
to Preserve Independence. 


Washington, May 23. — Senor Zaldo, 


secretary of state for the Cuban re- 
public, and Minister Squlers, repre- 
senting the United States, have ended 
negotiations for a permanent treaty 
between the two governments. 


The negotiations were finally con- 


cluded by the signing of the perma- 
nent treaty which includes, word for 
word, the provisions of the Platt 
amendment. This amendment was 
made a part of the army appropriation 
act of the second session of the Fifty- 
sixth congress. 
It therefore became 


a law of the United State* Later it 
was added by the Cubans as an ap- 
pendix to the constitution adopted by 
them. Its incorporation into the form 
of a treaty is in accordance with pro- 
vision eight of the amendment, which 
specified by way of further assurance 
the government of Cuba will embody 
the foregoing provisions into a perma- 
nent treaty with the United States. 


These provisions, succinctly stated, 


are as follows: 


Cuba is never to enter into any 


treaty or other compact with any for- 
eign power which will impair or tend 
to 'impair us independence.

Near the watering trough in the 


bit of woods before reaching Mrs. Mil- 
ler's is a woods road leading to the 
Tight directly into the woods. 
About 


one hundred rods further up this road 
road stands this truly interesting and 
imposing rock. 


Ages ago this became detached from 


the parent ledge and now stands a 
noble and inspiring monument to the 
past geological conditions under which 
this rock was deposited. This fragment 
is composed of sedimentary sands 
showing plainly and conclusively the 
peculiar method of its formation. Its 
features show 
what is 
Known 
as 


"cross bedded structure " 


This massive rock is approximately 


square and contains at least 48000 cu- 
bic feet 
It is strictly a carboniferous 


sandstone 
with 
much iron mixed 


throughout. On the east side one can 
easily climb to its top where is pre- 
sented a botanical garden of no mean 
variety and interest 


The slow weathering of the upper 


layers of rock through the action of 
frost and plants, ages of accumulated 
organic matter—leaves and broken 
twigs—have produced a layer of soil 
which supports thirty-four 
distinct 


species of woody plants, say nothing 
of lichens and mosses, among these 
plants is a red oak having a diameter 
of ten inches. The west side Is the 
most striking since it reaches a per- 
pendicular height of thirty feet. 
The 


west and north sides form a right an- 
gle, while the two remaining surfaces 
are more irregular and deeply weath- 
ered. The upper layers show the char- 
acteristic form of weathering known 
as "honey combed " 


It is sincerely hoped by those who 


have visited this noble structure that 
it may remain intact at the hands of 
man and stand 
for generations 
to 


come as an educational feature for 
young people as they grapple with 
physical problems of the world.
